menced rising in Buck Run at 8 a . m. 
Lamb & Mead’s ice dam on Sixth street 
burst about 10 a . m., causing the water in 
Buck Run to rise at the rate of three feet an 
hour, carrying away several houses and the 
bridge across Sixth-street: 
Tile part of Fort 
Scott known as Belltowii is entirely under 
water. 
This was caused by the overflowing 
from Marmaton River.

both sides of Fort Scott. 
The Kansas, Ne­ 
braska, & Dakota track is under water for 
nine miles out.

crage, is hereby prohibited, and any violation of 
this prohibition shall be a misdemeanor, punishable 
as shall he provided by law. The m anufacture, sail­ 
or keeping for sale of intoxicating liquor for other 
purposes than as tleverage may lie allowed in such 
manner only as m ay lie prescribed by law. The 
General Assembly shall, at the first session succeed­ 
ing the adoption of this article of th - Constitution, 
enact laws with adequate penalties for its enforce­ 
ment. 
Tlie so called tax qualification amendment 
proposes to change the qualification for a 
voter in this State so as to abolish (lie present 
constitutiona1 requirement that a citizen shall 
have paid a State or County tax within two 
years, which shall have been assessed at least 
two months and paid at least one month be­ 
fore election. 
The proposed substitute also 
changes the limit of the required residence of 
another otherwise qualified elector in tlie 
election district in which lie lives from 60 to 
30 days, and makes other less material 
changes.

PROHIBITION A T ISSUE THIS WEEK. 


Tlie state of Pennsylvania will rote on the 
q uestion of Prohibition to-morrow. 
Care­ 
ful and im partial estim ates indicate that the 
measure is doomed to overwhelm ing defeat. 
And yet, a reading of the objections of 
Democratic newspapers, m any of them ab­ 
solutely frantic and g rossly abusive, shows 
that there is g reat alarm in the only political 
circles that have a stake in the welfare of 
the liq uor interest. 
There is the purpose, 
in this, of course, to make the m ajority in 
the neg ative so larg e as to discourag e future 
effort iu the same line. 
The election in 
Rhode Island on the same subject is to take 
place on T hursday, the 20th. T hat state has a 
prohibitory clause in its constitution, and 
the vote is m erely a resubmission of the q ues­ 
tion to the people. 
There is r.o doubt that 
the law has been poorly enforced in the state 
which is little more than a com pact ag g reg a- 
tion of m anufacturing cities and towns, but 
as a three-fifths vote is req uired to undo as 
well as to confirm a constitutional provision, 
the result is more doubtful. 
The opinion is 
g aining g round as the day of voting ap ­ 
proaches, that Rhode Island will stick to 
prohibition. Many who voted for the am end­ 
m ent three years ag o rem em ber th at the p re­ 
vious license law, a very g ood one, was as 
defiantly disreg arded and violated as prohi* 
bition has been since. 
They arc not so m uch 
in favor of a constant tinkering of the law 
as they are of a more vig orous enforcem ent.

Pennsylvania will reject pro' 
hibition because her hig h license law is more 
thoroug hly enforced and is produciug more 
satisfactory results than are realized in any 
other state in the Union, w hether from hig h 
license, local option, prohibition or any other 
form of restriction. 
The elections in both 
Pennsylvania and Rhode Island are looked 
forw ard to w ith a g reat deal of interest, but 
they are not likely to throw any new lig ht on 
the q uestion. 
T he defeat in Pennsylvania 
will only show in a very sig nificant m anner 
the suprem e satisfaction w ith which the hig h 
license law is received. 
T he act of resubm is 
sion in Rhode Island indicated a conscious 
ness in the L eg islature of wide spread dissat­ 
isfaction w ith a measure that had not been 
enforced. 
As for N ew Y ork, the q uestion m ust 
either lie settled by a com bination between 
Prohibitionists and Republicans on the p lat­ 
form of Gen. Clinton B. Fisk, late candidate 
for the Presidency on the Prohibition ticket, 
or the Republicans m ust wait till another 
Gubernatorial clectton, when they will place 
a man like W arner M iller in the office now 
held by the saloon-keepers’ “ one true friend.’ 
The Prohibitionists can, by uniting with the 
Republicans in the election of the Leg isla 
ture, send the prohibitory am endm ent to the 
people in 1890, or they can elect a Leg isla 
ture that will pass a hig h license bill over the 
Governor’s veto. 
Fisk's platform is, briefly 
stated, “ A nything to break the political 
power of the liq uor interest.” 
H e is for 
hig h license, local option, prohibition or any 
other scheme of restriction that will reduce 
the volume of drunkenness, pauperism and 
crime and aid m orality and social prosperity. 
It is a very g ood platform for every man 
who does not keep a saloon, run a distillery, 
or want an office from the D em ocratic party. 


THE AM ERICAN SAB HATH IN EUROPE. 


“ The refined P arisian public,” we are in 
form ed, are disg usted w ith the Am erican ex 
hibitors at the Exposition, and reg ard their 
conduct as not only hypocritical but boorish 
T heir offense consists in w ithdraw ing their 
exhibits from the public view on the Sab 
bath.

It would have been a decided trium ph for 
the advocates of a “ Continental Sabbath ” i 
Am erican exhibitors on reaching Paris had 
surrendered their convictions and abated 
their reg ard for the Am erican Sabbath to 
silence the E uropean clamor. 
W e are very- 
g lad and very proud of them for their firm 
ness. 
One of the most valuable and instruc­ 
tive exhibits th at could be carried to Europe 
from this country is the Am erican m anner of 
keeping the Sabbath. 
The people of the old 
world are learning from it that this sort of 
Sabbath is national over here, and not a m at­ 
ter of sect.

a g reat ag ent not only of C hristianity, but of 
social, m oral and m aterial prog ress and hap­ 
piness.

cent, the decrease in crim es of violence being 
especially m arked; com m itm ents to the House 
of Correction have fallen off 50 per cent; 
com m itm ents to the county prison almost as 
much. 
“ There are now in this city,” says 
the Reco rd , " hundreds of localities iu which 
it was not safe to g o after nig htfall thirteen 
months ag o which have been redeenud, and 
which are now as safe as any. 
It is now the 
almost universal opinion of the bench of this 
county that hig h license has done more to de­ 
crease the volume and activity of crime in 
Philadelphia than can be appreciated by the 
g eneral public.” 
New Y ork is denied all of these invalua­ 
ble benefits by the pow er of one man in an 
office which he is unfit to hold—David B.

The state of Pennsylvania w ill rote on the 
question o f Prohibition tom orrow . 
Care­ 
fu l aud impartial estimates indicate that the 
measure is doom ed to overw helm ing defeat. 
A nd yet, 
a reading of the objections of 
Dem ocratic newspajwrs, m any o f them ab­ 
solutely frantic and grossly abusive, show s 
that there is great alarm in the only political 
circles that have a stake in the welfare o f 
the liquor interest. 
There is the purpose, 
in this, of course, to m ake the m ajority in 
the negative so large as to discourage future 
effort 
iu the same line. 
T h e election in 
lthodc Island on the same subject is to take 
place on Thursday, the 20th. T hat state has a 
prohibitory clause in its constitution, and 
the vote is merely a resubmission o f the q ues- 
tion to die people. 
There is no doubt that 
the law has been poorly enforced in the state 
w hich is little more than a com pact aggrega’ 
tion of m anufacturing cities and towns, but 
as a three fifths vote is required to undo as 
w ell as to confirm a constitutional provision, 
the result is more doubtful. 
T he opinion is 
gaining grouud as the day o f voting ap 
preaches, that Rhode Island w ill stick 
to 


prohibition. Many who voted for the am end­ 
m ent three years ago rem em ber that the p re­ 
vious license law, a very good one, was as 
defiantly disregarded and violated as prohi­ 
bition has I teen since.

H IG H LICENSE IN PEN NSYLVANIA. 


W hile G ov. H ill is firm in his opinion that 
a very mild m easure of high license w ould 
do im m easurable harm in this state and he of 
no benefit to anybody, 
the Philadelphia 
Record, just as ardent and incom prom ising 
in its I>emocracy as our our G overnor, gives 
a 
glow ing 
picture 
of 
the 
beneficent 
'esu lts 
of 
a 
very 
high 
and 
very 
rigid 
license 
law 
in 
Pennsylvania. 
We learn from it that in a single year, 
from 
1887 to 1888, the number of licensed saloon# 
in the state was reduced from 14,553 to 7,- 
724— nearly one half. 
Sim ultaneously the 
public revenue from retail liquor liceases w as 
increased from |976,179 in 1887 to $1,830,- 


954 in 1888— nearly double. 
Iu 1887, under 
high license, the Philadelphia saloons paid 


in to the state treasury $285,880; last year, 
under high license, with 4,326 less saloons in 
the city, the state treasury took in $169,100 
and the city treasury $534,464— a total o f 
$796,664. 
This is the financial result. 
The moral effect Is equally satisfactory to 


the Record, which slides that binh license cut 
dow n the num ber of legalized drinking places 
in Philadelphia from 5,773 to 1,205. Most of 
the places shut up by it w ere in factory or 


w orkingm en’s residence neighborhoods. U n­ 
der the old tax system there were trom 1,000 
to 1,500 unlicensed saloons; now 
there arc 
not any, to speak of. W ith them have disap­ 
peared the 200 odd basem ent " dives ” w hich 
were for years such a sham eful and pestilen­ 
tial feature of Philadelphia life.

V ail, the legal adviser of the Law and Order 
Society, says there is less than one-half the

" A license to sell liquor is now so 
precious a th in g,” explains the Record, " that 
its possessor dares not risk its loss by even the 
slightest violation of the la w .” 
Police ar­ 
rests for all offenses have fallen off 40 jx-r 
cent, the decrease in crim es of violence being 


especially m arked; com m itm ents to the House 
of Correction have fallen off 50 per cent; 
com m itm ents to the county prisou almost as 


much. 
" There ate now iu this city ,” says 
the Record, " hundreds of localities in which 


it was not safe to go after nightfall thirteen 
m onths ago which have been redeem id, and 
which are now as safe as any. 
It is now the 
almost universal opinion o f the bench of this 
county that high license has done more to de­ 
crease the volum e and activity of crim e in 
Philadelphia than can In- appreciated by the 
general p u b lic.”

P R O H I B lT lO y AT ISSUE THIS WEEK. 


Tlie state of Pennsylvania will vote on the 
question of Prohibition to-morrow. 
Care­ 
ful aDd impartial estimates indicate that the 
measure is doomed to overwhelmin'! defeat. 
And yet, a reading of the objections of 
Democratic newspapers, many of them ab­ 
solutely frantic and grossly abusive, shows 
that there is great alarm in the only political 
circles that have a stake in the welfare of 
the liquor interest. 
There is the purpose, 
in this, of course, to make the majority in 
the negative so large as to discourage future 
effort in the same line. 
The election in 
Rhode Island on the same subject is to take 
place on Thursday, the 20th. That state has a 
prohibitory clause in its constitution, and 
the vote is merely a resubmission of the ques 
tion to the people. 
There is no doubt that 
the law has been poorly enforced in the state 
which is little more than a compact aggrega 
tion of manufacturing cities and towns, but 
as a three-fifths vote is required to undo as 
well as to confirm a constitutional provision, 
the result is more doubtful. 
The opinion is 
gaining ground as the day of voting ap 
proaches, that Rhode Island will stick to 
prohibition. Many who voted for the amend 
ment three years ago remember that the pre­ 
vious license law, a very good one, was as 
defiantly disregarded and violated as prohi 
bition has been since. 
They are not so much 
in favor of a constant tinkering of the law 
as they are of a more vigorous enforcement. 
This 
is 
the 
prime 
need 
dealing 
with 
the 
liquor 
quéstion 
everywhere. 
Pennsylvania will reject pro 
hibition because her high license law is more 
thoroughly enforced and is producing more 
satisfactory results than are realized in any 
other state in the Union, whether from high 
license, local option, prohibition or any other 
form of restriction. 
The elections in both 
Pennsylvania and Rhode Island are looked 
forward to with a great deal of interest, but 
they arc not likely to throw any new light on 
the question. 
The defeat in Pennsylvania 
will only show in a very significant manner 
the supreme satisfaction with which the high 
license law is received. 
The act of resubmis 
sion in Rhode Island indicated a conscious­ 
ness in the Legislature of wide spread dissat­ 
isfaction with a measure that had not been 
enforced. 
As for New York, the question must 
either Ik* settled by a combination between 
Prohibitionists and Republicans on the plat 
form of Gen. Clinton B. Fisk, late candidate 
for the Presidency on the Prohibition ticket, 
or the Republicans must wait till another 
Gubernatorial c-lectton, when they will place 
a man like Warner Miller in the office now 
held by the saloon-keepers’ “ one true friend.” 
The Prohibitionists can, by uniting with the 
Republicans in the electiou of the Legisla 
ture, send the prohibitory amendment to the 
people in 1890, or they can elect a Legisla 
ture that will pass a high license bill over the 
Governor’s veto. 
Fisk's platform is, briefly 
stated, “ Anything to break the political 
power of the liquor interest.” He is for 
high license, local option, prohibition or any 
other scheme of restriction that will reduce 
the volume of drunkenness, pauperism and 
crime and aid morality and social prosperity. 
It is a very good platform for every man 
who does not keep a saloon, run a distillery, 
or want an office from the Democratic party 


the Record, which states that hitih license cut 
down the number of legalized drinking places 
in Philadelphia front 5,773 to 1,205. Most of 
the places shut up by it were in factory or 
workingmen’s residence neighborhoods. Un­ 
der the old tax system there were trom 1,000 
to 1,500 unlicensed saloons; now there are 
not any, to speak of. With them have disap­ 
peared the 200 odd basement “ dives ” which 
were for years such a shameful and pestilen­ 
tial feature of Philadelphia life. 
Lewis D. 
Vail, the legal adviser of the Law and Order 
Society, says there is less than one-half the 
drunkenness in Philadelphia than there used 
to l>e 
under 
low 
license. 
Selling to 
minors and 
Sunday 
drinking 
in 
sa­ 
loons 
are, 
practically, 
evils 
of 
the past. 
“ A license to sell liquor is now so 
precious a thing,” explains the Record, “ that 
its possessor dares not risk its loss by even the 
slightest violation of the law.” Police ar­ 
rests for all offenses" have fallen off 40 per 
cent, the decrease in crimes of violence being 
especially marked; commitments to the House 
of Correction have fallen off 50 per cent; 
commitments to the county prison almost as 
much. 
“ There are now in this city,” says 
the Record, “ hundreds of localities iu which 
it was not safe to go after nightfall thirteen 
months ago which have been redeemtd, and 
which are now as safe as any. 
It is now the 
almost universal opinion of the bench of this 
county that high license has done more to de 
crease the volume and activity of crime in 
Philadelphia than can be appreciated by the 
general public.” 
New York is denied all of these invalua­ 
ble benefits by the power of one man in an 
office which he is unfit to hold—David B. 
Hill. 
Except for him, Pcm ocats would 
have combined with Republicans in the Leg 
islature for the passage and enforcement of a 
high license law like that in Pennsylvania. 
But the liquor interest elected Hill and com 
mands his use of the veto power for its ex­ 
clusive benefit. 
How long are the decent 
peopleef the state going to be patient with 
this enemy of sobriety7, decency and peace ? 
IIow long will they wait before electin 
Legislature that dares to pass a high license 
bill over his veto ?

THE AMERICAN SABBATH IN EUROPE. 
“ The refined Parisian public,” we are in­ 
formed, are disgusted with the American ex 
liibitors at the Exposition, and regard their 
conduct as not only hypocritical but boorish. 
Their offense consists in withdrawing their 
exhibits from the public view on the Sab­ 
bath. 
They outdo even the English in their 
“ straight-laced practices.” 
The English 
merely keep away on Sundays, leaving their 
goods exposed to the view of the refined 
Parisians, but without any attendants to ex­ 
plain them, whereas the Americans not only 
absent themselves but cover up their wares. 
This is showing scant respect for the French, 
who hold elections and transact a great vol­ 
ume of public business on Sunday, and who 
make special use of the day at present for 
visiting the Exposition. 
To find the Ameri­ 
can exhibit closed on that day is a good deal 
like the play of Hamlet with Hamlet left out, 
for the American portion is the principal at 
traction. 
It is hardly surprising that there 
are dissatisfaction and disgust among the 
French. 
It would have been a decided triumph for 
the advocates of a “ Continental Sabbath ” if 
American exhibitors on reaching Paris had 
surrendered their convictions and abated 
their regard for the American Sabbath to 
silence the European clamor. 
We are very 
glad and very proud of them for their firm 
ness. 
Une of the most valuable and instruc­ 
tive exhibits that could be carried to Europe 
from this country is the American manner of 
keeping the Sabbath. 
The people of the old 
world are learning from it that this sort of 
Sabbath is national over here, and not a mat­ 
ter of sect. 
The lesson ot a great nation 
sacredly observing one day in seven, and yet 
able to evolve greater prosperity for the peo­ 
ple in general by attention to business and in­ 
dustry in the other six than Europe is real­ 
izing from almost ceaseless 1 altor and no 
recognized days or hours of rest is likely to 
make a lasting impression.

a great agent not only of Christianity, but of 
social, moral and material progress and hap­ 
piness.

18 7 1 a fresh selection ha s been ma de of a bout 
20,000 of the books most consta ntly in use, 
a nd these ha ve been pla ced in the lower ga l­ 
lery of the rea ding-room, where they a re a t 
a ll tim es a t the rea ders’ ha nds. 
A specia l 
ca ta logue of these books wa s published iu 
18 8 6.

Let us consult our black 
boards and see what they can tell us about 
this world wide subject. 
Dear parents and 
guardians all over this broad land, bow many 
hours through the day are your little chil­ 
dren

black board,

placed 
by 
Hie terelitr most of 
the lessons of 
the day, many times tilt lines tieing so tine 
and pale they could not lie easily read move 
than half or two thirds the way across the 
room, hut lilt children are required to see 
them all the way across and from Ihe re­ 
motest corners. 
Many of the children, when 
first looking at the bourd, do not see much of 
anything, but tty looking very slinrp for a 
few seconds the lines reveal themselves. 
This, my friends, means strained eves, and 
strained eyes mean weakened or diseased op 
tic nerves, possibly no eyes at all. it all de 
pending oil the severity of tile slraiu.

There is a great difference in eyes; one child 
w ill readily see what snottier could not with 
out tbe fatal strain.

The Trustees of the British Museum will 
publish in the course of a few weeks two 
new editions of catalogues connected with 
the reading room. 
The more im portant of 
these is the third edition of the most useful 
catalogue of 
hooks of reference on the 
shelvesof the reading-room. 
The first (di 
Hon, containing about 20.IKM) titles, was pub 
lislied by the late W inter Jones in 1859, 
and his interesting preface giving the history 
of the room down to that date will be repub 
lislied in tbe new edition. 
The second edi­ 
tion appeared in t871, and Hic new one is 
rendered necessary by the introduction of new 
hooks and new editions from time to time in 
the* reading-room. 
Moreover, it is compiled 
on u new and more convenient plan. 
Since 
1871 a fresh selection bas been made of about 
20,000 of the books most constantly in use, 
and these have lioen placed in the lower gal­ 
lery of the reading-room, where they are at 
all times ut the readers’ hands. 
A special 
catalogue of these books was published in 
1886. 
Beports from other cities indicate improve­ 
ment iii trade at Cleveland and Pittsburgh, 
and in the wink! and groceries trades at 
Philadelphia, hut are otherwise but little 
changed.

achronism.” 
Praising the work of Messrs. 
Thompson, Harrigan, Burgess and Iloyt, he 
says: “W e do not at all pretend that they 
have produced a great drama; but we do pre­ 
tend that in such prolongations of sketches as 
they have given they have made the right 
beginning of an American dram a.” He adds: 
We ljelieve, moreover, that a National 
drama can arise with us only as it has arisen 
ith other peoples; that is, out of some such 
ilding native growths as these authors are 
ultivating.” 
He agrees with A. M. Palmer 
upon the absence of a public taste in regard 
to the drama, and reviving the manager’s re­ 
minder that this taste exists only iu countries 
here “ dram atic art has for centuries been

A mother scuds the following kindly, wise 
ords: “ Allow me to say a few words iu re­ 
gard to the children’s eyes. Years ago, when 
the children studied their lessons from their 
books, we did not hear very much about their 
eyes giving out. 
Let us consult our black­ 
boards aDd see what they can tell us about 
this world wide subject. 
Dear parents and 
guardians all over this broad land, bow many 
hours through the day are your little chil­ 
dren 
sitting 
iu 
school 
staring 
at 
black board, 
upon which 
are 
placed 
by 
the 
teacher most of 
the lessons of 
the day, many times the lines being so tine 
and pale they could not be easily read move 
than half or two-thirds the way across the 
room, but the children are required to see 
them all the way across and from the re­ 
motest corners. 
Many of the children, when 
first looking at the board, do not see much of 
anything, but by looking very sharp for a 
few seconds the lines reveal themselves. 
This, my friends, means strained eyes, and 
strained eyes mean weakened or diseased op­ 
tic nerves, possibly no eyes at all, it all de­ 
pending on the severity of the strain.

through the same practice, and I know others 
who have suffered a like fate.”

C. Dohm, of Princeton College, on 
Saturday defeated T. P. Connell, of the Man­ 
hattan Athletic Club, for the am ateur half- 
mile championship of America, covering the 
distance in 1 m. 59 2-5 s., which lowers the 
inter-collegiate record by three-fourths of a 
second. 


The Trustees of the British Museum will 
publish in the course of a few weeks two 
new editions of catalogues connected with 
the reading-room. 
The more important of 
these is the third edition of the most useful 
catalogue of 
books of reference on the 
shelves of the reading-room. 
The first edi­ 
tion, containing about 20.000 titles, v.as pub­ 
lished by the late W inter Jones in 1859, 
and his interesting preface giving the history 
of the room down to that date will be repub 
lished in Hie new edition. 
The second edi­ 
tion appeared in 1871, and the new one is 
rendered necessary by the introduction of new 
books and new editions from time to time in 
the reading-room. 
Moreover, it is compiled 
on a new and more convenient plan. 
Since 
1871 a fresh selection lias been made of about 
20,000 of the books most constantly in use, 
and these have been placed in the lower gal­ 
lery of the reading-room, where they are at 
all times at the readers’ hands. 
A special 
catalogue of these books was published iu 
1886. 
Reports from other cities indicate improve­ 
ment in trade at Cleveland and Pittsburgh, 
and in Hie wood and groceries trades at 
Philadelphia, but are otherwise but little 
changed. 
Collections show no improve­ 
ment on the whole, but complaints refer 
more frequently to the ciothing trade than to 
any other, and some continuing embarrass­ 
ment there is a legacy from the last open 
winter. 
In dry goods there are clear signs 
of greater activity, and some bleached cot­ 
tons have been advanced, while brown goods 
recently reduced in price have in some in­ 
stances been put back. 
Especial activity in 
leather has resulted from the floods in regions 
where many tanneries are located, and crop 
leather has advanced fully two cents since 
June 1. The glass trade of Pittsburgh is fair, 
with factories generally in full operation, 
but a number of the smaller coke producers 
have shut down for the dull season. 
For 
anthracite coal there is a better demand with 
reduced output. 
The draft of Hie Samoan Treaty, accord­ 
ing to a Berlin dispatch, guarantees an 
autonomous administration of the islands 
under the joint control of Germany and 
America, England acting as arbitrator in Hie 
event of differences arising. 
The Samoans 
are to elect their own King and Viceroy and 
arc to be represented in a Senate composed 
of the principal chiefs and chambers elected 
by the people. 
Samoa is to have the right 
of levying duties of every kind. 
The treaty 
also stipulates that the Germans shall receive 
a money indemnity for their losses. A special 
court will he appointed to deal with the land 
question. 
The Americans made their ad­ 
hesion conditional upon the ratification of 
the treaty by the United States Senate. 
The 
status quo will, therefore, obtain in Samoa 
until December. 
The Supreme Court of Iowa has just 
made a decision in a curious case—that of 
Nancy Miller vs. her husband for breach of 
contract. 
The two had had quarrels. 
To 
prevent their recurrence, it was agreed that 
if Mrs. Miller would look closely after all the 
wants of the family Mr. Miller would pay 
her $200 yearly. 
Past rows were to be for­ 
gotten. 
rs. Miller did her part, but her 
husband failed to pay, and she sued for the 
money. 
The Court held that the contract 
was void, because against public policy. 
Dr. Peyrand, a consulting physician at 
Vichy, claims to have discovered an efficient 
method for treating rabies. 
By injecting 
rabbits with the essence of the herb called 
“ tansey,” he produced what lie called hy­ 
drophobic intoxication, or something very 
similiar, and with virus thus obtained lu* 
mingled 10 per cent, of chloral. 
He injected 
several animals which had hydrophobia with 
this prophylactic, and was successful in cur­ 
ing four out of six. 
Five thousand pounds in gold disappeared 
in mysterious fashion from the Orient steam­ 
er Iberia, on a recent voyage home from Aus­ 
tralia to London. 
Five packages containing 
bullion were placed in the steamer’s specie- 
roorn on its leaving Sydney, and this room 
was not opened again till the Iberia had ar­ 
rived in the Thames. 
There was not a sign 
that the lock had been tampered with, yet one 
bag containing 5,000 sovereigns was found 
to be missing. 
Captain Cnnabier, who conducted the sur 
veys for the Congo Railway, says that for 
the working of the line the engine of 30 tons 
which can draw an average weight of 50 
tons 18 kilometres per hour has been adopted. 
Besides the two termini there will be three 
stations, and the line will be divided into five 
great sections. 
A train will make the com­ 
plete journey (which now takes about a 
month) in two days. 
A meeting of the Syndicate of Hie Univer­ 
sity of Allahabad was held recently to con­ 
sider the reports of the examiners of the tir*t 
entrance, intermediate and B. A. examina­ 
tions. 
For the entrance examination there 
were 1,417 candidates, of whom 54.7 per cent, 
passed; 
for the intermediate examination 
there were 328 candidates, of whom 4(5.7 per 
cent, passed; and for the B. A. examination 
there were 78 candidates, of whom 63.8 per 
cent, passed. 
Among the most valuable and most admired 
of the presents which the Moorish Ambassa­ 
dors recently lavished on 1 lie German Em ­ 
peror were a number of spirited ponies from 
Morocco. 
They kicked and fought' and bit 
till one by one they were sent to the armv, 
and 10 of them are in the Potsdam Life 
Guards, while the last, a beautiful dapple- 
gray, has just been given to the little Crown 
Prince as a saddle-horse. 
There are said to he more miles of railway 
in the Australian colonies in proportion to 
the population than in any other country in 
the world, with the single exception of the 
United States. 
The total cost of construc­ 
tion of the Australasian railways is estimated 
at £85,503,210, the average cost per mile for 
several years being about £10,102. 
Continental papers report a literary trea- 
sure-trove from Bologna. 
In a bundle of 
papers in the Biblioteca Communalc there 
were found treatises by the famous physicist 
Galvani and by 
the 
eminent physician 
Morgagni, besides several older Italian plays, 
and an account of the great trial, in the 
sixteenth century, of four Bolognese students 
for heresy. 
The Pope has decreed that the works for 
the astronomical observatory to be erected in 
the Vatican are to be begun at once. The site 
selected is the tower over the rooms occupied 
by the Master of the Sacred College, it being 
the most elevated building of the Vatican 
Palace. 
The cost is estimated at a million of 
francs. 
At the Territorial Convention of Women 
held in Cheyenne, Wyoming, Saturday, a re­ 
solution was adopted requesting the coming 
Constitutional Convention to incorporate a 
woman’s suffrage plank iu the. Constitution. 
Preston' Yonce was shot and killed near 
Trenton, S. C., Saturday night, by Whitfield 
Murrell and William Carpenter, who were on 
a spree aud objected to being_addressed as 
“ boys.” 
The Belgrade correspondent of the Daily 
H em upholds the accuracy of his statement 
that Russia has proposed the immediate con­ 
clusion of a military convention with Servia. 
A hard crust formed ou some of the re 
centlv inundated fields bctweed Towanda 
and Monroeton, Pa., so that it was necessary 
to plow them under. Tobacco will be planted. 
The Rev. Father Mollinger, Pastor of an 
Alleghany church, is reported to be making 
some notable cures by medicinal means, dis 
claiming any supernatural gift.

Dr. Mambert spent mo re than 
an ho ur in dressing the injuries. 
He says the 
case is o ne o f the wo rst o f the kind he ev er 
enco untered in his practice. 
This City has its quo ta o f wo men who 
when they go sho pping try to beat do wn the 
price. One day recently o ne o f this class en 
tered a gro cery sto re ancl lo o ked at so me cab­ 
bage. the price o f which was fro m liv e to 10 
cents a head.

It was necessary for them to 
take 20 stitches in the boy’s scalp alone and 
the scalp wounds are only a portion of the in- 
Íuries which are on various portions of the 
ad's body. 
Dr. Mambert spent more than 
an hour in dressing the injuries. 
He says the 
case is one of the worst of the kind he ever 
encountered in his practice. 
This City has its quota of women who 
when they go shopping try to beat down the 
price. 
One day recently one of this class en 
tered a grocery store and looked at some cab 
bage. the price of which was from five to 10 
cents a head. 
The dealer knew his custom er 
and resolved for once to give her no oppor­ 
tunity to try and beat down.

" N o .” shouted the dealer, “ if 
you want any cabbage now you will have to 
pay 10 cents a head for it.”
